Tliere was some evidence that a 
w Chinese troops may have wiih-

cni from Peking. The Chinese 
tve not said how long the wiih- 
•jwai would take. Analysts said 
at an important victory- bv Chi- 
■se troops at the provincial capital 
Lang Son appeared to have satis- 
rd Peking that it had punished 
anoi and to hjve convinced 
anoi's ally, the Soviet Union, of 
tina’s military resolve. 

Vietnam's news agency con tin- 
d to warn today that the Chinese 
■re planning to expand the war 


into Laos and to repeat yesterday's 
order for a general mobilization, in 
which all eligible persons would be 
requird io join the armed forces. 
The Radio Hanoi statement tonight 
said that, if the Chinese withdrawal 
proved to be a 'Trick." the mobili- 
ze lion would proceed. The Viet- 
namese spokesman said that, once 
the Chinese had withdrawn, negoti- 
ations could begin between vice 
foreign ministers, at a time and 
place iti be decided, to discuss res- 
toring normal relations. 

i hina invaded Vietnam IS davs 
ago. after a year of charges of bor- 
der violations and bloody skirm- 
ishes. Chinese and Vietnamese vice 
foreign ministers held talks be- 
tween Aug. 8 and Sept. 26 in 
Hanoi. Peking broke off the negoti- 
ations after charging that Vietnam 
was mistreating its resident ethnic 
C hi new and forcing them to flee to 
China.

lr. De Haan declined to spccu- 
on the number of Vietnamese

Id be in the hundreds and ihcu- 
ds. He said that the program 
not have a lime limit and he 
eeied the departures to begin 
summer. 

he Vietnamese government and 
UN panel agreed to establish

Haan expressed confidence that the 
Vietnamese government will not re- 
taliate against the Vietnamese who 
take the risky step of declaring that 
they want to leave. 

Criminals Excluded 

Mr. De Haan reported that, in 
his negotiations with Vietnamese 
officials. Hanoi had dropped the 
ban on letting persons of military 
age emigrate. In its original an- 
nouncement on Jan. 12 (bat it was 
willing to allow emigration. Hanoi 
also excluded holders of state 
secreis and criminals. Mr. De Haan 
said that the category of criminals 
would not include persons sent to 
so-called “reeducation'' camps or 
incarcerated for their political 
views or for service with the former 
Siftgon government. He said that he 
was certain that the Vietnamese 
who had completed their “reeduca- 
tion" would be allowed to leave. 

If the program leads to a flow of 
emigration, it would be a rare in- 
stance of a Communist government 
allowing the departure of ordinary 
citizens. Such emigration is normal- 
ly I muled to selected Jews or other 
members of ethnic mjnorities. 
Cuba is the only Communist coun- 
try that has allowed more general 
emigration. 

Mr. De Haan said that he had 
consulted with a number of nations 
that might receives* refugees, in- 
cluding the United States, before 
going to Hanoi, and found that 
they were prepared to receive an 
unspecified number of refugees. 

With more than 200.000 Indo- 
chinese refugees waiting in over- 
crowded transit camps in Southeast

Bird’s-Eye: 
Close- Up of 
Jupiter, Io

PASADENA. Calif.. March 6 
(WP) — A black-and-white Voy- 
ager spacecraft yesterday flew 
between Jupiter and its moon lo, 
in a search for the origins of two 
of the most puzzling bodies in 
the solar system. 

Moving as dose as 1 2,000 
miles to io while flying 422 mil- 
lion miles from Earth, the 1,800- 
pound Voyager took more than 
100 pictures of lo's surface, then 
turned around and took more 
than 100 pictures of Jupiter. 

173.000 miles away. The space- 
craft moved late yesterday to 
photograph the moons 
Ganymede and Callisto. and, by 
6 o'clock, it was more than 

500.000 miles beyond Jupiter, on 
its way to an encounter in No- 
vember of next year with Saturn 
and its mysterious rings. 

“We hod a total success with 
these encounters today," Voyag- 
er project scientist Edward Stone 
said yesterday at the Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory here, where the 
Voyager flight is directed. “We

U.S. Advance Team, 
Sadat Meet in Cairo

CAIRO. March 6 i NYT j — Presi- 
dent Carters National Security 
Adviser. Zbigniew Brzezinski. ar- 
rived here today and joined Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat in preparing for 
Mr. Carter's scheduled visit to 
Egypt Thursday. 

Mr. Brzezinski. who was accom- 
panied bv Alfred Atherton Jr.. Mr. 
Carter's special envoy to the Mid- 
dle East, arrived in a U.S. Air 
Force jet: also aboard was the 
Egyptian Ambassador to the Unit- 
ed Stales. Ashraf Ghorbal. 

Mr. Brzezinski tonight met for 
tw’o hours alone with Mr. Sadat at 
the president's Nile residence in the 
suburb of Giza. Reporters who 
came to Mr. Sadat's residence to 
rind out what was happening were 
shooed away by security guards 

A U.S. spokesman described the 
meeting as “a wide-ranging preview 
in a general way of what President 
Carter and President Sadat will he 
covering in greater detail during 
President Carter's visit.” He char- 
acterized the atmosphere as being 
“cordial and friendly.” 

[President Sadat received a tele- 
phone call late today from French 
President Valery Giscard D'Estaing 
in which the latter expressed full 
support for Mr. Sadat’s position, 
the Middle East News Agency 
reported. 

[It described the call as “long." 
and said that Mr. Sadat told Mr. 
D'Estaing that he will send Vice 
President Hosny Mubarak to Paris 
to brief hint following President 
Carter’s visit to Egypt.] 

Earlier today, the semi-official 
Middle East News Agency reported 
that Mr. Brzezinski was bringing "a 
complete file" on Mr. Carter’s re- 
cent talks with Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Menachem Begin, which pre-

SWAPO Bases Reportedly Attacked 

S. Africa Strikes Inside Angola 


CAPE TOWN, March 6 
t Reuters) — South African bomb- 
ers and troops today struck across 
the horder into Angola at guerrilla 
bases of SWaPO. the Defense 
Ministry announced. 

A statement said the attacks fol- 
lowed a buildup by forces of the 
South-West Africa People's Organi- 
zation on the border with South 
African-ruled South-West Africa 
(Namibia). It gave no details of the 
raids on what it called “identified 
terrorist bases” but said further 
statements would be made in due 
course. 

The statement accused SWAPO 
of launching “an aggressive and de- 
Han t campaign of terrorism and 
violence” against the local popula- 
tion in the north of the territory. 

It said that SWAPO's hit-and- 
run activities had increased sharply 
since January and amounted to a 
blatant provocation — to which 
today's attacks into Angola were 
ihe response. 

Prime Minister Pieter Botha 


called them “limited and reactive 
strikes." In a long speech in parlia- 
ment. he also castigated the United 
Nations and accused the group of 
five Western powers trying to bring 
about internationally recognized 
independence in the territory of

The constituent assembly in 
Windhoek, elected in December in 
a poll deemed null and void by ihe 
United Nations, has said that un- 
less the original UN settlement is 
initiated by' March 15 without the 
so-called “Waldheim deviations.*'

Egyptian enthusiasm over Mr. 

Carter s visit has been tempered 
slightly by the apprehension of a 
few officials that the U.S. president 
might pressure Mr. Sadat to make 
some concessions in the interest of 
the quick conclusion of a peace 
treaty. 

“We hope he is not bringing any- 
thing short of our demands.” one 
official said. 

But other officials hoped that 
Mr. Carter’s mission might mean 
that a peace treaty was in ihe off- 
ing. “The president of the United 
Slates would not be traveling all 
these miles unless he thought there 
was a good chance that he could 
bring it to an end." said a senior 
diplomat who admitted that he and 
his colleagues were surprised by the 
development. 

Work was already under way on 
the considerable logistics to sup- 
port the three-day summit visit.

The Swiss government yesterday 
lurned down the Iranian request to 
freeze the shah's assets and instead 
suggested that Iran use ordinary le- 
gal channels.

Libya Said to Send 
Troops to Back Amin

NAIROBI. March 6 — Libya is 
airlifting troops and war materia] 
into Uganda in an attempt to save 
the; regime of President Idi Amin, 
which is fighting a Tanzanian inva- 
sion. African and Western sources 
said yesterday. 

The airlift* began last week and 
has brought 500 Libyan soldiers. 
anti-Amin agents said here, after 
returning from Uganda. The new 
arrivals reportedly brought the to- 
tal of Libyan troops in Uganda to 
about 1 . 000 . 

[In Tripoli. Libya, the Libyan 


news agency denied reports today 
that Libyan troops had been sent to 
Uganda, according to the Associat- 
ed Press. All Libyans in Uganda 
are teachers, bank employees or 
medical staff, the agency said.] 
Ugandan sources said that the 
Libyans withdrew from the. front 
lines last week after an undeter- 
mined number of fatalities. Half 
the Libyans were reported to be po- 
sitioned around the international 
airport at Entebbe, the other half in 
Lubiri. a military base three miles 
southwest of Kampala. 

Amin Order 

The stationing of the Libyans in 
the Kampala-Entebbe area 
appeared to confirm earlier reports 
that- Marshal Amin was getting his 
forces ready for a defense of the 
capital. Large areas have fallen al- 
most daily, as a mi- Amin forces 
have moved to within about 40 
miles of the capital. Marshal 
Amin's troops have withdrawn, of- 


Amin. Others have fled before the 
advance, led by about 4.000 Tanza- 
nian troops. Tanzania claims to 
have killed or wounded 7,000 
Ugandans, one-third of the Ugan- 
dan Army, in the four-month war. 

The Ugandan agents said that, 
last Thursday, when anti-Amin 
forces briefly occupied the town of 
Tororo near the Kenyan border, 
the Libyan troops refused to ad- 
vance from Jinja. until a bus carry- 
ing civilian passengers passed the 
unit and the driver said that the 
road to Tororo was safe. 

Libya has been one of Marshal 
Amin's staunchest backers in re- 
cent years. The Ugandan leader, a 
Moslem, also relies on Palestinians 
as bodyguards and advisers. He has 
virtually no support from anyone 
else, and no black African country' 
has come to his defense. 

The war began in October when

Carter’s Risks on Mideast Mission 
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By Jim Hoagland 

WASHINGTON, March 6 <WP) 
— President Carter's strategy in 
going to the Middle East this week 
involves even more than the 
momentous Egyptian- Israeli peace 
treaty that he may finally be close 
to achieving. He also will be seek- 
ing lo stem a series of foreign poli- 
cy reverses that threaten to under- 
mine the U.S. position all across 
that region. 

Mr. Carter has accepted an enor- 
mous risk in trying to build on U.S. 
failure in Iran, new signs or leader- 
ship weakness in Saudi Arabia and 
war in the Yemens. But the White 
House appears to have concluded 
that the turmoil of the region, and 
the perception of increasing Soviet 
probing and gains along the Gulf 
and in the Arabian peninsula, also 
provide an opportunity to get 
Egypt and Israel to consummate 
the treaty that has been clear in 
outline for 14 months. 

Details of Mr. Carter’s new pro- 
posals lo break the deadlock are 
secret. But recent White House ac- 
tions and statements have left the 
dear impression that the adminis- 
tration has decided to press Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat to sign 
the treaty now as a first, essential 
step in hating what Mr. Carter evi- 
dently fears could be a strategic 
shift of the region away from U.S. 
influence. 

Would Please Israelis 

The Egyptians, in effect, would 
be asked to accept something less 
than they have been demanding on 
Palestinian rights in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. In return. Mr. Sa- 
dat is likely to be offered more by 
way or a U.S. role in protecting the 
region militarily from “Soviet pene- 
tration and subversion." 

Such a trade-off would dearly 
please the Israelis, who can be al- 
most certain that any increased U. 
S. military involvement with Arab 
states would have to be balanced 
by equivalent increases for Israel. 

• Diplomats generally sympathetic 

to Mr. Carter's Middle East aims 
were stunned by his decision to 
place himself squarely in the mid- 
dle of the negotiating process. “It is 
extremely risky — to Europeans, 
even a little crazy." said one West 
European diplomat. “There is no 
fallback position if this fails. But 
you have to admire his audacity 
and his sincerity in trying to get a 
.settlement." * 

One set of dangers appears to lie 
precisely in the promise of even 
deeper U-S. regional involvement 
than Mr. Carter’s negotiating pres- 
ence implies. The number of con- 
cessions that each side can extract 
from Washington for signing the 
treaty is probably at its prak. 

For some Arab diplomats, that 
danger is overshadowed by the po- 
tential for confrontation within the 
Arab world over an agreement that 
would be seen as having secured 
less for the Palestinians than Mr. 
Sadat has said he would accept. 

The trip, evidently undertaken 
without any assurance that Mr. Sa- 
dat will agree to the deal that Mr. 
Carter has worked out with Israel, 
puts Saudi Arabia on the spot at a 
time of significant internal strains 
in the Saudi royal family and a 
lime or perturbed relations between 
Washington and Riyadh. 

Mr. Carter’s decision to accept 
the risks, at least implicitly, is a 
measure of the urgency the White 
House feels in dealing with the rap- 
idly shifting Middle Eastern equa- 
tion. 

Period of Estrangement 

At one level, the administration 
seems prepared to accept a period 
of some estrangement with the 
Saudis and with Jordan's King 
Hussein if that is the price for an 
Egypt ian- Israeli treaty now. 

Tne treaty talks stalled in 
November, pri marly because of 
Israel's concern that the adminis- 
tration was planning to push for 
Palestinian local rights in the sec- 
ond set or negotiations that are to 
follow the signing of the bilateral 
peace agreements. 

Four events outside the negotiat- 
ing process have helped push Mr. 
Carter. Mr. Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin toward 
this week's negoiating encounter. 
Those events have helped alter ad- 
ministration priorities, which now 
seem to assign a higher place to the 
Soviet problem than to the Pales- 
tinian one: they will be stressed in 
the president's audacious roll of the 
dice this week in Cairo and 
Jerusalem. They are: 

• Revolution in Iran. The over- 
throw of the shah by a regime that 
is avowedly anti-Israeli and more 
neutralist in global politics is still 
influencing the policy assumptions 
of the three leaders, all of whom 
had major investments in the shah.

1 Killed, 8 Wounded

Strange Moon 

During its long, curving flight 
by Jupiter — .during which" it 
passed lo in front of Jupiter and 
again behind the planet — Voy- 
ager photographed a moon thill 
Dr. Laurence Soderblom of the 
U.S. Geological Survey described 
as "one of the strangest bodies of 
the solar system." Io measures 
about 2.000 miles in diameter, 
approximately the same as 
Earth's moon.’ 

lo showed a surface with al- 
most every imaginable geological 
feature — scarps, channels, "rifts 
and mesas. A Voyager photo- 
graph showed a continuous ndge 
several miles high and almost a 


thousand miles tong. Circular 
:-i£s in the crust covered regions 
the size of Michigan. What 
appeared to Iv an enormous c\- 
tmet volcano showed up in an- 
other photograph. As rough as 
M<me of its features were. Io was 
surprisingly smooth and almost 
bereft of craters, which could 
make it ihe only rocky body in 
the solar system that has no 
craters. 

Photographs of Jupiter's moon 
li.mymede, taken later in the . 
day. showed numerous craters. 
The few craters that could be 
identified on In looked as if they 
were being filled. “Some of the 
features look as if they've been 
blown over with sand, but there’s 
no wind on Io to account for 
that." Mr. Soderblom said. 
"Were led to the inescapable 
conclusion that there is Mime sur- 
face process on Io that's eroding 
the surface even today." The only 
serious candidate for the erosion 
of lo is the ' wind” of radiation 
that blows >o fiercely in. close to 
Jupiter, that it may be digging 
the surface like giant shovels. “It 
looks as if the surface is being 
gobbled away." Mr. Soderblom 
sjid. "We have to ask ourselves 
the question: Is the erosion on an 
order of 300 feet, which it does 
not appear to be. or is it more 
like a mile, which it could be?" 

Features on lo also looked as 
if they were being washed by a 
liquid coming out of cracks in the 
surface, then being sucked in 
through the same cracks. Mr. So- 
derbfom said that the features 
looked as if thev were being 


washed with water, but scientists 
believe that lo has no water. 
"Some liquid is carrying things 
out and leaving evaporated salts 
on the surface." Mr. Soderblom 
said. “It could be liquid ammo- 
nia. for all we know." 

Yellow Circles 

Color photographs of Io taken 
vchicrday showed a moon that 
was less red and had more mus- 
tards. oranges and whites than 
pictures- had shown Sunday. Cir- 
cular white-and-ian basins were 
surrounded by almost perfect 
yellow circles. “It’s better-look- 
ing than a lot of pizzas I've 
seen." said Dr. Bradford Smith 
of the University of Arizona. 

A mosaic photograph of the 
Great Red Spot also caught Ihe 
interest of Voyager scientists. 
The photograph revealed a l least 
five huge swirls of gas circling 
counterclockwise like a hurricane 
and covering a region three times 
the size of Earth. “We now see 
the Red Spot dose enough so 
that we think we see these rapid 
vortices of gas calming in the 
center." Mr. Smith said, like the 
storm clouds over very high-pres- 
sure regions on Earth, or the eye 
of a hurricane.

But Problem May Be Abating 

Drink: U.S. Congress Tradition

WASHINGTON (NYT) — For- 
mer Rep. Wilbur Mills, reminiscing 
the other day about drinking and 
drinkers in Congress, recalled thar 
John Nance Gamer, the earthy 
Texan who served as vice president 
under Franklin Roosevelt, would 
never lei the hour of 5 p.m. slip bv 
without having a tumbler of whis- 
key. 

“It didn't matter who he was 
with." Mr. Mills said. “He would 
stop whatever he was doing sharply 
at 5 and pour his glass of whiskey 

There has been a areal sea of al- 
cohol poured in congressional envi- 
rons since Mr. Gamer's day. and 
the confession last week of Georgia 
Sen. Herman TaJmadge that he had 
taken “my problem to the bottle 
rather than io my Maker" again 
raised the question of whether alco- 
hol substantially interferes with the 
workings of government. 

Sen. Talmadge made his state- 
ment after five weeks of treatment 
in the alcohol-abuse ward of the 
Long Beach. Calif. Naval Medical 
Center. Expressing confidence thai 
he. rather than drink, was now in 
control of his life, the 65-year-old 
Democrat returned to Washington 
to the praise and sympathy of his 
colleagues — and to face an" investi- 
gation of his financial dealings by 
the Senate Ethics Committee. ~ 

Mr. Mills, whose fall from the 
chairmanship of the House Ways 
and Means Committee was 
triggered by alcohol, believers that 
hrs 1974 drunken escapades with 
stripper Fanne Foxe cost the coun- 
try a national health insurance pro- 
gram because he was not around to 
push the legislation through the 
House. But after tour years of 
sobriety, he says that Washington 
has no higher percentage of al- 
coholics or alcohol consumption 
than groups of professional people 
elsewhere. 

Borne Out 

Statistics tend to bear him out: 
Washington metropolitan-area li- 
quor consumption is about one 
case a year per capita, about on a 
' par with New York and slightly less 
than in Los Angeles and" Boston. 
“There is not as much drinking on 
the Hill as there used to he." Mr. 
Mills said. “The members are a lot 
younger now. and some of them 
have not even learned to smoke." 

Alcoholism nationally takes a 
great toll on health and productivi- 
ty. Increasing numbers of compa- 
nies and unions have established 
programs to deal with it. It is a se- 
rious problem in the military and in 
high schools. The number of fami- 
lies disrupted by drinking rose 50 
percent between 1974 and 1977. ac- 
cording to a Gallup Poll. 

It would be surprising if the af- 
fliction were not found in the seat 
of national government where peo- 
ple work under pressures that en- 
hance the probability of its exces- 
sive use.

British ? Dirty Jobs’ Corps Accepts Pact, Ends Strike 


LONDON. March 6 (UPI) — An 
overwhelming majority of more 
than a million public service work- 
ers with "dirty jobs" have voted to 
accept a government pay offer and 
to end a six-week-old walkout, their 
union said today. 

But health and ambulance work- 
ers belonging to the same union re- 
jected the pay offer and voted to 
continue their strike. 

The "dirty jobs” walkout in- 
volved garbage collectors, san na- 
tion workers, street cleaners and 
cemetery workers. Mountains of rat 
infested garbage had been stacked 
in city streets and squares, street*, 
had remained uncleaned and bod- 
ies unburied.

Hit by Bombings 

PARIS. March 6 (AP) — Five 
bombs blasts early today seriously 
damaged state-run electricity offic- 
es and gendarmerie stations in Par- 
is and western Brittany. An anony- 
mous telephone call claimed 
responsiblily for the Brittany Lib- 
eration From (FLB). which seeks 
autonomy for the region. No inju- 
ries were reporled 

A bomb outside a Paris office of 
the electricity authority scattered 
window glass several hundreds 
yards. In Brittany, bombs exploded 
in electricity offices in Brest and 
Guingump. and at gendarmerie 
postsTn Brest and Si. Brieuc. 

The FLB has a king history of 
bombing public buildings, which ii 
regards as symbols of the authority 
of the French slate over Briuany.

Czechoslovak Police Said to Offer 
To Get Co f fin for Dissident Writer 

LONDON. March 6 i.AP) — Dissident Czechoslovak playwright 
Vaclav Havel is under strict house arrest in Prague — not even 
permitted to go out to buy food — and police have offered to find 
him a coffin if he .siarves. according to a letter attributed to him. 

The letter purportedly is a copy or a protest note that Mr. Havel. 
42. sent Saturday to Cz’echoslvak Interior Minister Jaromir Obzina. 

It wa> obtained from Palach Press Ltd., a private news and liter- 
ary agency founded three years ago by Czechoslovak exiles, and 
reportedly was smuggled out of Prague bv Mr. Havel's friends. 

Mr. Havel is a leading member of the Charter 77 human rights 
movement in Czechoslovakia. He w-as given a three-year suspended 
sentence in 1^77 after he was convicted of sending “anti-state liter- 
ature" abroad. 

Charier wu< formed to press Czechoslovakia's Communist 
government to comply with the human right* provisions of die 1975 
Hcljunki agreements.

As the agreement 'was 
announced, the social services sec- 
retary. David Ennals. was admitted 
for treatment of a vein disorder to 
London's Westminster Hospital, 
whose porters, cooks and cleaning 
staff have been on strike for six 
weeks. 

Mr. Ennals was being cared for 
there by some of the hospital 
nurses, lo whom only 24 hours ear- 
lier he offered the same deal as lhai 
that offered to "dirty jobs" and 
health service workers. 

Although the nurses voted 
overwhelmingly last week not to 
strike, their leader. Catherine Hall, 
called the offer "downright insult- 
ing to our members.”

THE HAGUE. March 6 (UPI) — 
Premier Andries van Agi said in a 
letter to parliament today that the 
government would take no action 
over news reports lhat the NATO 
secretary-general. Joseph Luns. was 
a member of the Dutch Nazi party 
in the years 1933-36. 

Mr. Luns charged that a cam- 
paign was being waged against him 
and lhat it was “a symptom of the 
radicalization which in the Nether- 
lands assumes the shape of com- 
plete intolerance.”

The Chinese incursion into Vietnam and 
the subsequent statements of a withdrawal 
are wry reminders of that old song about the 
Duke of York who had 10.000: He marched 
them up a hill one day and marched them 
back again. But there are too many dead, too 
much destruction, -too much world tension 
resulting from the Chinese episode to dismiss 
it with a quatrain. Moreover, it is still far 
from clear what the results of the whole event 
may prove to be. 

The Chinese said they had invaded Viet- 
nam in reprisal for the Vietnamese interven- 
tion in Cambodia. But there are also bounda- 
ry disputes between PeJcing and Hanoi as 
well as wrangles over the treatment of ethnic 
Chinese by the Vietnamese. The Chinese are 
calling for negotiations and it remains to be 
seen just how they will use the threat, the 
memory or the presence of military force to 
affect the bargaining. 

Parallels have been drawn between the 
Chinese conduct in this episole and that in 
the Peking attack upon India. Relations be- 
tween India and China had been close, but 
they began to fall apart when China took 
over Tibet in 1959; soon thereafter the Chi- 
nese moved into northeastern India and re- 
solved some border disputes militarily. 
Whether such a conclusion will result, from 
the invasion of Vietnam, however, is still a 


China’s activities in Vietnam do not seem 
to have disrupted the new association with 
the United States — opening formal diplo- 
matic relations and beginning trade discus- 
sions with Secretary of the Treasury Bluraen- 
thal in Peking seem lo prove that. And this 
was in spite of public protests from Washing- 
ton against the attack on Vietnam. Nor has 
the Soviet Union taken any action to support 
its own complaints about the Chinese course. 
The invasion has strained relations among 
the superpowers (if China can be listed with 
the United States and the Soviet Union in 
this category); it did not bring them to open 
confrontation.

Thus, if China sincerely intends to with- 
draw and manages to do so without further 
military or diplomatic complications, its 
stroke against Vietnam will probably leave 
few specific changes in the condition of. 
Southeast Asia. What negotiations can now 
achieve, whether with respect to Cambodia 
or the Sino-Vietnamese frontier, is doubtful. 
And there are the dead on both sides and the 
battered countryside over which the fighting 
Look place. And there is still, as the failure of 
the United Nations to take any positive steps 
to end the fighting makes all too plain, no 
international form of dealing with the little 
wars that are costing so much in Vietnam, 
the Yemens and Uganda. 


Toward Peace in Mideast 


Jimmy Carter rescued the Camp David 
process from virtually certain collapse on 
Sunday and if he does not produce an Egyp- 
tian-Israeli peace treaty soon, it will not be 
for any stinting of effort or prestige. Having 
offered Israel an agreed U.S.-Egyptian draft 
which Israel' rejected as a “sham.” Mr. Carter 
altered some parts of it enough to win Mr. 
Begin's and his Cabinet's quick approval of 
forther negotiations. Specifically, he seems to 
have eased Israeli misgivings that under a 
treaty Egypt could still give priority in a war 
crisis to its old obligations to Arab allies. He 
may also have dangled sweeteners having to 
do with -defense cooperation and aid. The 
president then mooted the pesky question of 
the level of Israeli-Egyptian representation at 
talks in Washington by deciding to go him- 
self to Cairo and Jerusalem to discuss “the 
peace process, regional security and bilateral 


The immediate question, of course, is what 
the Egyptian reaction will be. On the face of 
it, it appears that Mr. Carter, rather than 
take Menachem Begin's no for an answer, 
moved away from the previously agreed 
Egyptian-Israeli position and shifted the bur- 
den of fresh decision upon Anwar Sadat We 


surmise, however, that by meeting Israeli ob- 
jections that Egypt could put its Arab com- 
mitments ahead of a treaty with Israel, Mr. 
Carter won a more sympathetic Israeli re- 
sponse to Egypt's need to move ahead exped- 
itiously on negotiations for Palestinian self- 
rule. It is possible, too. that Mr. Carter has in 
mind some substantial sweeteners for Egypt 
by way of economic aid, military coopertion 
or both. We note that Egypt’s premier gave 
as his “personal” assessment on Monday that 
the proposals accepted by the Israeli Cabinet 
are acceptable to Egypt as well. 

For those who, like ourselves, believe a 
Mideast peace is worth a full measure of 
presidential striving, there cap be no caviling 
at the gamble Mr. Carter is taking — if he 
has carefully thought his way to the end of 
the road. We say this realizing that he is put- 
ting at risk the nation’s prestige and credibili- 
ty, not merely his own. By this investment, 
however, he enhances his bargaining power 
in his dealings with Israel and Egypt. Plainly, 
President Carter is giving peace in the 
Mideast his very best effort So, too, must 
Prime Minister Begin and President Sadat. 
We do not doubt that they are.

Spain Reinforces Democracy 


In the three years since Franco’s death, 
Spain has transformed itself. An oppressive, 
law-and-order dictatorship has become 
Europe's newest democracy and last week 
the countiy held its second parliamentary 
election in two years. This remarkable evolu- 
tion, accomplished without violent upheaval, 
owes much to Spain’s political leaders, who 
have put consolidation of democracy ahead 
of partisan interests. 

The election results show wide popular 
backing For democracy — and for the moder- 
ate positions of the two main parties, the rul- 
ing Union of the Democratic Center and the 
opposition Socialists. The Centrists increased 
their plurality slightly, quite likely enough to 
allow Premier Adolfo Suarez to remain in 
office. He is the man most responsible for 
guiding Spain through the recent changes. 

The result is a relief to those who feared 
that a Socialist victory would have been more 
than the Spanish Army could digest. On the 
other hand, despite concern over terrorism, 
unemployment and inflation. Spaniards gave 
tittle support to candidates calling for a re- 


turn to the old era of law. order and econom- 
ic certainty. Army officers openly nostaglic 
for Francoism found no encouragement in 
the poll results. On the left, the Communists 
won about 10 percent of the vote after a sub- 
dued campaign. 


Spain’s friends in Western Europe and the 
United States can help smooth the path of 
Spanish democracy. Spain is now in the pro- 
cess of negotiating entry into the European 
Common Market. Insisting upon too abrupt 
an adjustment to Common Market policies 
could worsen the country’s unemployment 
The United States, which now has a bilateral 
military alliance with Spain, would tike to see 
Madrid ultimately integrated into NATO. 
Such a step is controversial in Spanish poli- 
tics and Washington should exercise 
patience. Spain has done much over the past 
40 months to reinforce the cause of the West- 
ern democracies. Those democracies should 
now be eager to do what they can lo rein- 
force democracy in Spain.

Carter's Big Throw 

There is an air of desperation about Presi- 
dent Carter's sudden decision to go to the 
Middle East to try to persuade President Sa- 
dat and Mr. Begin to salvage the Camp Da- 
vid agreement. We hope that agreement is 
close enough for his personal presence to 
bring a result which could not otherwise be 
achieved. The outcome of Mr. Begin’s meet- 
ings with Mr. Carter in Washington seemed 
to do little to encourage such hopes. Never- 
theless, U.S. officials did place great empha- 
sis on new proposals that had been pul to 
Mr. Begin. 

Perhaps Israel's reaction was encouraging. 
President Sadat may well be even harder to 
budge on the main points of difference than 
Mr. Begin. . . Mr. Carter is going to the 


Middle East against a background of con- 
flicting statements about military action to 
safeguard oil supplies. He is following a char- 
acteristic policy of “go anywhere, do 
anything” for peace. If he pulls it off, against 
all the apparent odds, he will have implanted 
a desperately needed element of stability. On 
the other hand, after such an investment of 
prestige and such a confession of alarm, if he 
fails to achieve a resounding success, he will 
have made things worse. Less spectacular 
diplomacy, carried out by the men he ap- 
pointed lo do such work, would have been 
better. In any case, his whole defense and 
Foreign policy is badly faulted. It is not the 
president's job to be on 24-hour standby lo 
pud chestnuts out of the fire.

Warsaw Regime Braces for Papal Visit

P ARJS (IHT) — Bats hang up- 
side down to reduce the stress- 
on their dainty little hind legs, two 
Americans have concluded after a- 
recent examination of 167 bat 
skeletons. Explained Princeton psy- 
chologist Joe Pylka. co-director of 
the study, in a telephone interview: 
“Most bats can't walk at all but 
amble sideways on the ground, 
swinging their webs in an uneven 
rhythm. 

Bats developed this infirmity be- 
cause of their peculiar method of 
gathering food. Using ultrasonic 
shrieks as sonar to track small in- 
sects in flight, they hurtle in and 
"use their webs to scoop up the in- 
sects and shift them into their 
mouths. The back legs are needed 
only to support the web and tail." 

Scottish Island 
Is on the Block 

LONDON (AP) — The Scottish 
island of Iona, which had a crucial 
part in the early history of Chris- 
tianity in the British Isles, is for 
sale. 

The island, from which Si. Co- 
lumba began the conversion or 
Scotland in 563. is being marketed 
by the 12th Duke of Argyll to meet 
inheritance taxes. Realtors think 
that the price could be upward of 
£1 million (about S2 million). 

Iona's population of 90 lives on 
farming, fishing and tourism. The 
island. 3 Mi miles by IV* miles, lies in 
the Inner Hebrides in the Atlantic 
Ocean. Included in the deal is a 
3.500-acre estate on the adjacent is- 
land or Mull.

Rosemary: A Spicy Herbal History of Controversy 


P ARIS — Elizabeth David, a 
cookbook author with whom it 
is hard to disagree, is nevertheless 
hard on an herb which I happen to 
like— -rosemary. 

“With sage." she wrote or it in 
“Spices. Sah and Aromatics in the 
English Kitchen." “this herb fig- 
ures in my kitchen as a decoration 
only — with their gray-green and 
reddish leaves both herbs are beau- 
tiful in a jug or country flowers but 
in cooking I don’t want either. 
Many Italians stuff joints of Iamb 
and pork almost to bursting with 
rosemary, and the result is perfectly 
awful. The meat is drowned in the 
acrid taste of the herb and the 
spiky little leaves get stuck between 
your teeth. Once, in an out-of- 
doors Capri cafe I saw an old wom- 
an basting her fish — with a bunch 
of rosemary dipping in olive oil. 
That's about as much or rosemary 
as. personally. 1 want." 

I find this estimate all the more 
>urprising because Elizabeth David 
is an expert on Italian cooking, and 
it seems to be the Italians who are 
today (he greatest devotees of 
rosemary in the West. One of my 
more vivid food memories is of 
stopping at a restaurant on the ex- 
press highway at Frascati. I re- 
signed myself to the prospect of. as 
Miss David would put it, a perfect- 
ly awful meal. I was served a su- 
perb pnrcheliti (roast pork) sea- 
soned subtle! y with rosemary, 
whose fragrance, not at all acrid, 
had perfectly penetrated the per- 
fumed flesh of the pork. 


Florence, great porckcilu coun- 
try. uses rosemary with it ton. hut 
ibis is an herb perhaps commoner 
in Rome, ll is not Rome’s charac- 
teristic herb (wild mint is) but it is 
honored there. The classic tiasier 
dish or Rome, abhuchio (suckling 
lamb), is not authentically Roman 
unless it is flavored with roaemarv. 
Everywhere in Italy rosemar. turns 
up in rice dishes, f presume ihat its 
favor there can be explained by two 
factors: first, the great sLil! Italians 
show in growing such plants: sec- 
ond. the great skill they show in the 
kitchen in dealing delicately with 
strong flavors. 

Christian Legend 

“This spice (sic) quickly becomes 
brutal, difficult (c> handle.” warned 
Louis Lagriffe in “Le Livre des 
epiccs. des condiments et des 
uromates." “it blankets all other 
flavors, stifles its cousin, thyme, 
with its wild incense. Take care!" 

A Christian legend attributes the 
odor of rosemary to a stop made by 
the Holy Family during the flight 
into Egypt, when the Virgin Mary 
spread ihe clothes of the infant Je- 
sus on a rosemary bush to dry: as a 
result, in the words of the poet 
John Oxenham. “that bush 
forthgives. the faint, rare, sacred 
sweet of Him." Was it during ihe 
same wayside stop that the virgin 
flung her scarf over oae of the 
bushes, whose flowers acquired 
from it their sky-blue hue? It u-.ed 
to be sard lhai rosemary never grew 
taller than ihe stature of j'esUS 


when he was on earth, in which 
case he must have been seven feel 
tall: after the age of 33 (Christ's age 
when he was crucified), it is further 
explained, rosemary never grows 
taller, only wider. 

"There's rosemary, that’s for 
remembrance: pray you love, 
remember." sang Ophelia. It stood 
for remembrance long before her 
lime. Perhaps the Egyptians had 
other reasons for putting bunches 
of rosemary in their tombs, but we 
know that in the case of the ancient 
Romans this was why they placed 
rosemary > n the hands of their 
dead. In Au-.troJia today, a sprig or 
rosemary is tucked into the but- 
tonhole or. Anzac Day. in memory 
of the fallen. 

Rosemary had played two sym- 
bolic roles which might seem 
incompatible: m Athens and in 
Rome n stood for ltne (and so for 
life) and it Mood also for death. 
Maid* of honor carried rosemary at 
weddings: branches of the plant 
w*.-re laid on coffins. Shakespeare 
succeeded in combining both sym- 
bolisms when Friar Lawrence.’ re- 
garding the body of Juliet, not >ei 
really dead, exhorted those present: 

Dry up your rears, and s;ick your 
n< ternary 

On ;Jn.\ fair corse: and us ihe custom 
:s. 

In j/Y her .Vm array bear her to 
i l:u\'h 

This w followed by the stage 
direction: ‘They all bui the Nurse 
£■> forth. caMina rose marc on her.” 


Rosemary is a native of the 
’ Mediterranean region, where it 
likes arid growing conditions along 
the seashore- It seems to prefer wa- 
tering only by the evanescent hu- 
midity which drifts in from the sea. 
Its name comes from the Latin ros 
marts or rosmarinus, “dew of the 
sea.” Pliny explained that rosemary 
grew in places where there was a 
good deal of dew. whose plenty in 
his part of the world may be attrib- 
uted to the proximity of the sea: it 
is true that rosemary is never so 
richly flavored as when it grows by 
the ocean. The name was depagari- 
ized. so to speak, at the period 
when the cult of the Virgin caused 
the names of many plants which 
even vaguely suggested hers to be 
revised. Thus ms, dew, was reborn 
as "rose." and maris or marinas. 
sea. as "Mary.” 

Rosemary’ is a useful hero to 
have at hand, it goes to well. Eliza- 
beth David notwithstanding, with 
so many foods — stews, fish, game 
(remember the Christmas carol 
which glorifies the boar's head 
"bedecked with bays and 
rosemary”). Its pungency coun- 
teracts the sometimes woolly taste 
of mature mutton. A useful ride of 
thumb is that it goes well with pale 
meats. “I like it particularly with 
vea! and chicken." wrote Violet Ste- 
venson in "A Modem Herbal." "I 
have eaten it with goat and when 
meat was scarce and we lived off 
the land 1 always used it with squir- 
rel."

The number of persons unem- 
ployed dropped 3.2 percent lo 1.13 
million from a month ago and was 
off 7.4 percent from February 
197K.

On Lhis ground alone, therefore, the 
degree of uncertainly about die 
outlook for pay argues for a cau- 
tious approach to the question of 
ref lat ionary action." 

“Bui more generally.” it 
continues.’‘even if not wholly 
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rationally, an apparent association 
of the breakdown of the pay policy 
(of 5 percent) with reflationary ac- 
tion is simply not convincing as an 
economic strategy.’' 

In 1980. growth is expected to 
slacken as prices begin to catch up 
with earnings, public expenditure 
remains subdued and private in- 
vestment slackens, the institute pre- 
dicts. Real gross domestic product 
growl h through the year is likely to 
escalate to nearly 1 1 percent a year 
by the end of the year. 

Britain's balance of payments on 
current account is again forecast to 
show a surplus of about £1.5 billion 
next year. 

One major uncertainly overhang- 
ing the NIESR review-, formulated 
in January and February, is the 
eventual effect of the Iranian oil 
shutoff and rapidly rising oil prices 
on the economies of the industrial 
countries. Britain, it says, is well- 
placed due to its North Sea oil 
reserves, which should make it self- 
sufficient. 

NIESR also explores the govern- 
ment’s prevailing policy of main- 
taining a stable exchange rate and 
looks into the possible repercus- 
sions of allowing currency to depre- 
ciate somewhat. 

“The present policy of maintain- 
ing a stable rate (for sterling 
against a basket of currencies) will, 
on our forecasts, lead to a further 
reduction in price competitive- 
ness.”

It .-.tood at a 
preliminary IIS. based on 197U 
equals MX', and was unchanged 
from a year ago. 

Febnian Seen Belter 

Officials said that while output 
of the basic materials was off 2.5 
percent in a month, again as a re- 
sult of the steel strike. lhe key capi- 
tal goods industry registered a 2- 
percem production rise if the 
December-January period is com- 
pared w.-ith the preceding two 
months. This comparison also puts 
the rise at 2.5 percent over the year- 
earl icr jwv»-monlh period. 

In general, experts are confident 
that February results concerning 
order inflow and production will be 
better and clearly show that the 
nation's economy is expanding 

As steel seemed to be much to 
blame for the January declines, of- 
ficials noted that in February, .steel 
production was up a sharp 23.4 
percent from January and rose 15.7 
percent from February 1978. This, 
they said, indicated that the ill-ef- 
fecis of the steel strike had been 
overcome, a factor likely to reflect 
positively on February industrial 
production.

NEW YORK. March 6 (Reuters) 
— Savings and loan stocks were 
among the few bright spots in a 
generally dull market as New York 
Stock Exchange prices Tell in light 
trading. 

Analyst's said investors were 
waiting for Further developments in 
the Mideast peace talks. 

The Dow- Jones industrial aver- 
age fell 0.78 to 826.58 while declin- 
ing issues outnumbered advances 
751 io 570. Volume slowed to 24.59 
million shares from 25.69 million 
yesterday. 

Analysts also noted the govern- 
ment is to release its February pro- 
ducer price index Thursday and ex- 
pectations are it will show' a rise 
similar to the l .3-percent jump in 
January. Another concern, they 
said, is the sharp increase in oil 
prices.

Iacocca Urges Ford Car Owners 
To Duplicate His Better Idea 

DETROIT. March 6 (AP-DJ) — Lee Iacocca. fired last year by 
Ford Motor and then hired as president of Chrysler, has launched a 
sneak attack on his former employer. 

In a direct effert to steal customers from Ford, Mr. Iacocca has 
had Chrysler mail letters, on his corporate stationery and over his 
signature, to more than a half million Ford owners urging them to 
switch — as he has — to Chrysler. 

And to further personalize his pitch. Mr. Iacocca has had the 
company include his new Chrysler business card with the letters, 
promising that Ford owners who flash the cards to Chrysler dealers 
will be shown “every consideration.” 

Automakers have used such mailings to solicit owners of rival 
makes from lime to time in the past But the latent move by Mr. 
Iacocca is bolder than most and clearly reflects an effort lo trade 
on his reputation as a hard-charging auto executive and on the 
widespread publicity about his job change late last year. 

The mailing to Ford owners leaves little doubt that Mr. Iacocca 
hopes to improve Chrysler's fortunes at least partly at the expense 
of Ford. One industry source notes that letters are not being sent to 
owners of General Motors* cars, even though GM has more than 60 
percent of the domestic-make auto business. Ford, the No. 2 com- 
pany. has about 27 percent. 


OPEC Said Mulling Output Cut 

May Offset Rise 

In Iran Exports 


NEW YORK. March 6 (AP-DJ) 
— Libya has increased oil prices 
even more than it earlier had indi- 
cated and Algeria is considering 
even bigger rises. At the same time, 
oil producers are hinting they will 
cut production to maintain the new- 
high prices as Iran exports resume. 

Libya’s new prices are SI.38-a- 
barret higher than its previous first- 
quarter prices rather than SI. 20 as 
indicated earlier, placing it in the 
lead at the moment among the ma- 
jority of OPEC countries which 
have raised prices beyond the in- 
creases agreed to last December. 

Just as Iran resumed some oil 
exports, customers buying Libyan 


crude, a high-quality, low-sulphur 
type that is much in demand, were 
being advised that first-quarter 
prices, which had been increased 68 
cents a barrel last month, were 
being raised an additional 70 cents 
a barrel retroactive lo March 3. 

It was learned, meanwhile, that 
Venezuela plans to increase prices 
on such petroleum products as 
naphtha and distillates that are 
marketed in the United Slates. 


Soft Dollar Negates Rise 
Of European Oil Costs 

NEW YORJC March 6 (AP-DJ) — While the disruption of world 
oil flows seems initially to pose more of a problem for Europe and 
Japan than Tor the United States, w r hen it comes to paying the 
sharply rising oil bill. Europe and Japan have a cushion — the 
dollar. 

Even though the dollar has firmed in value against major curren- 
cies since Nov. I. some of these currencies are still so far ahead of 
the game that oil — - priced in dollars — is costing those countries 
less than it did in 1977. 

“The changes in the exchange values of major currencies have 
moderated the impact of increasing oil prices for these countries," 
says Dillard Spriggs, president of Petroleum Analysis Ltd., a con- 
sulting firm. “The major countries outside the United Stales can 
stand these price increases a lot better than has been thought." 

Mr. Spriggs took oil prices and compared them in each of six 
countries between 1977 and this year’s first quarter. He also exa- 
mined the changes in the values of those countries currencies 
against the dollar over the same period. 

“If exchange values of the national currencies of these countries 
against the dollar remain around current levels," he says, “they can 
confront further increases in the price of crude oil imports, cm top 
of the first-quarter price advance of 5 percent, and stBl pay less 
than in 1977." 

His calculations include the 5 percent official OPEC increase in 
the first quarter but do not include surcharges since imposed by 
several producers. His comparisons are made on the basis of the 
average price of imported oil by each country. Actual figures are 
used for 1977. For this quarter, he used the actual late 1978 prices 
plus 5 percent. 

The previous peak in oil prices, including freight and insurance, 
was reached in 1977 in the six countries under study, be says, and 
ranged from S13.19 a barrel in Italy to S14.15 a barrel in West 
Germany. Oil cost France SI 3.57 a barrel the Netherlands $13.74. 
the United Kingdom SI 3.94 and Japan Si 3.48. 

These" peaks were surpassed with OPEC’s 5 percent price in- 
crease in the first quarter. Estimated dollar costs of imports in 
those countries, before recent 51.20-a-barrel surcharges by some 
OPEC members, increased from 4.4 percent in West Germany to 
9.9 percent in Japan, and the estimated price per barrel ranged 
from $13.96 to $14.70. 

But the actual cost to nearly all of these countries was reduced by 
the fall of the dollar’s value since 1977- Even tbough France’s cost 
for a barrel of imported oil rose to $14.56 from $13.57, by Mr. 
Spriggs' calculations, it actually has to pay only 62.09 francs this 
year, compared with 66.67 francs in 1977. 

Similarly, it look 32-85 Deutsche marks for Germany to pay for a 
barrel of imported crude in 1977. compared with an estimated 
27.42 DM early this year, even though its import cost rose to $14.78 
from $14. 15. 

Taking currency changes into account Mr. Spriggs says, “the 
price is about SI lower in both France and the U.K." compared 
with 1977. “In the Netherlands it is $2.50 less, in Germany it is 
$2.90 less and in Japan it is $3.50 less." The cost rose only in Italy, 
up nine cents a barrel over 1977. 


Central America and the Carib- 
bean by as much as 45 percent 
starting April 1.

For naphtha, an important feed- 
er stock of petrochemicals and gas- 
oline.

But two propositions being ad- 
vanced to customers by Algeria 
hold even more serious implica- 
tions for the oil consumers. Algeria 
is proposing that the premium 
charged for its prime grades be in- 
creased to S5.15 a barrel above the 
OPEC benchmark. Saudi Arabian 
light crude. April 1. That would 
compare with the current premium 
of $1.47. 

Even more significant. Algeria’s 
oil customers, according to Petrole- 
um Intelligence Weekly, are being 
“asked" to cut their shipments by 
10 to 15 percent, effective April L 
because of “technicaF problems in 
the oil fields. 

That, according to PIW, would 
mean a reduction in Algerian sup- 
plies of between 100.000 and 
150.000 ban-els a day. Such a cut- 
back obviously would further tight- 
en world supplies, particularly the. 
grades of lighter crudes that are in 
shortest supply, just as Iranian oil 
production presumably would be 
rebounding. 

It could also indicate the ap- 
proach that other OPEC members 
might take following their March 
26 meeting in Geneva.. Most ob- 
servers expect the oil ministers to 
discuss prices when they meet, even 
if there is not any pricing action 
taken by OPEC as a result Al- 
though Sheik Ahmed Zaki Yamani. 
Saudi Arabia's oil minister, has 
called the current round of increas- 
es “temporary*” and has said they 
would not be rolled into OPEC’s 
official pricing schedule for the 
year. Other OPEC member have 
promised to push for a new general 
increase in official prices [hat 
would go beyond the original 1979 
schedule. 

Despite the possible pricing 
debate, some OPEC insiders have 
begun to hint that a more import- 
ant topic to be taken up at Geneva 
will be production levels. 

What is not dear, of course, is 
whether Algeria, and perhaps some 
of lhe other producing stales, sim- 
ply will reduce volumes delivered 
to contract customers to give the 
producing-eouniry governments 
more oil to sell at record prices on 
the spot market. 

Some observers believe the key 
to whether a substantial further 
price boost can take hold in OPEC 
is the price buyers are willing to 
pay for Iran's oil as it comes back 
into the market.

WASHINGTON. March 6 — In 
an effort to prevent another big 
jump in world oil prices, major 
U.S. petroleum companies will like- 
ly boycott an oil auction by the rev- 
olutionary Iranian government ex- 
pected this week, industry officials 
said yesterday. 

The company officials said large- 
scale panic buying from Iran could 
destroy the contract price of .world 
oil. now $13.34 a barrel. 

Moreover, “if the Saudis saw us 
buying lots of oil from Iran at $18 a 
barrel, they would be tempted to 
jack up their prices too," one oil 
company executive said. “We don't 
want to make things worse than 
they are." 

Despite a purchase of Iranian oil 
last week by Ashland Oil. a compa- 
ny traditionally hard-pressed to 
find adequate supplies of crude, at 
a reported $18 to $20 a barrel, 
other U.S. companies seemed 
determined to avoid paying premi- 
um prices if at all possible. 

Gulf Oil said yesterday it would 
not participate in the Iranian auc- 
tion. A spokesman for Atlantic 
Richfield said the company feels it 
“should not be a party to that kind 
of auction selling of crude oil." 

Standard Oil oE California said it 
would refuse to buy oil at $18 a 
barrel, a price the Iranians have in- 
dicated would be their starting 
point. “We believe these prices are 
excessive," a company spokesman 
said. “We do not wish to add to the 
oil price spiral by agreeing to these 
excessive crude prices.” 

Executives of other key U.S. 
companies had a similar reaction. 

[However, In Tehran, the Na- 
tional Iranian Oil Co. said today 


that the Royal Dutch/Shell group 
has bought ’320.000 metric ton of 
Iranian oil at spot prices, Reuters 
reported. Shell paid between $18 
and $22 a barrel for the 160.000 
tons of heavy crude and an equal 
amount of light crude, a NfOC 
spokesman said. 

[Shell is thus the first member of 
the Western consortium that used 
to buy the bulk of Iran’s crude ex- 
ports to buy from Iran at the higher 
prices. Shell has a 14 percent stake 
in the consortium, with which 
NIOC has said it will no longer 
deal. 

[In Tokyo. Mitsubishi said it sent 
a team to Tehran to negotiate oil 
purchases following invitations 
from NIOC. Reuters also reported. 

[Meanwhile. NIOC chairman 
Hassan Nazih said Iran is due to 
sell around seven million barrels of 
oil this week. Earlier, NIOC said it 
has begun negotiations with un- 
named foreign customers to supply 
oil on a long-term basis.] 

The State Department endorsed 
efforts to avert further jumps in the 
price of oil and tried but failed to 
dissuade Ashland from its planned 
purchase. 

“We hope the companies will 
avoid making purchases at distress 
prices.” a department spokesman 


said. “As long as consumers acL ra- 
tionally and prudently, all coun- 
tries on get through the present 
period" of light supplies. 

[In Washington. Energy Secre- 
tary James Schlesinger told the 
House Appropriations Committee 
lhal he is concerned about the new 
higher price of Iranian oil, Reuters 
reported. "The implications of a 
rise in world oil prices to those spot 
market prices would be very- 
serious," he said.]

A S A BOY in the Middle West. 

Thomas Alva Edison was a 
poor student and a troublemaker. 
As a voung man wandering around 
the country from telegraph office to 
telegraph office, he was an unpopu- 
lar practical joker with a tendency 
to cause explosions during unau- 
thorized experiments. As an adult 
in New Jersey, he lived on pie and 
coffee, slept in a closet with his 
clothes on, neglected both of his 
wives, seldom paid his bills, ex- 
ploited his employees, and. because 
he had so many different contracts 
with so many conflicting interests 
— from the Vanderbilts to Jay 
Gould — was constantly in .litiga- 
tion. 

We think of him. of course, as 
the inventor of the phonograph, the 
electric light bulb, the mimeograph 
machine and the microphone, not 
to mention morion pictures and im- 
portant components of the tele- 
phone — an American original a 
19th-century autodidact, like Mark 
Twain. Indeed, he was as mad for 
money and as foolish in business 
matters as Twain. He was also, gen- 
erally speaking, a louse. 

Snow- Pressing Machine 

It is almost as interesting to con- 
template his failures as his success- 
es. He wanted to invent, but did 
not. a method of making sawdust 
soluble lo form a cheap substitute 
for ebony, hard rubber or celluloid; 
a pocket lamp; a cigar lighter: a 
postage-stamp defacer, artificial 
silk, artificial ivory and artificial 
mother-of-pearl; a snow-pressing 
machine for cleaning the streets; an 
electric piano: and cheap India ink. 
He lost millions or dollars on a 
scheme to separate low-grade ores 
magnetically. He used up a lot of 
his friend Henry Ford s money 
without producing a battery for an 
electric car. He was not at all im- 
pressed with the possibilities of 
radio, although the vacuum lube 
was within his grasp. 

He was a showman in a century 
that enjoyed shows. His inventions 
seemed to move directly from the 
workshop into the pages of the 
newspapers. He was uncomfortable 
in the presence of other first-rate 
minds, perhaps because of ego- 
mania and perhaps because be was 
so hard of hearing, and yet he es- 
tablished in Menlo Park. N J- what 
was in effect a model of the modern 
industrial research laboratory. 

That’s ironic, too. In our century, 
the research lab took over, making 
individual geniuses and showmen 
like Edison almost obsolete. Our 
inventors are nameless now, tinker- 
ing with reality in the bowels of the 
great corporations or behind the 
closed doors of the universities or 
inside the secret compounds of the 
Department of Defense. Edwin 
Land of Polaroid is perhaps the 
only inventor of the present day 
that most Americans could name, 
and Land, by all accounts, is the 
opposite of Edison as an employer, 
a social thinker and a family man. 

Robert Coool who has written 
an account of the Watts riots and a 
history of Detroit, is in no way 
trying lo cut Edison down to size. 
He is simply fascinated by the man 
and what he wrought. The century 
itself absorbs him. with its peculiar 
combination of avarice and cre- 
ative energy. Conot is just as good 
reporting on the rivalries among 
the railroads and corruption in the 
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Un the diagramed deal. South 
landed in four hearts after East had 
opened the bidding with three dia- 
monds.

Ignorance Is Bliss

N EW YORK — Americans will 
admit proudly to certain in- 
competences and even joke about 
them. They would rather fight than 
admit to others. 

Socially, it is perfectly acceptable 
to confess oneself an Ignoramus in 
science and mathematics and even 
to boast about it. Many people are 
proud of being 
unable to balance 
their own check- 
books, and use 
this evidence of 
menu! deficiency 
95 conversational 
small chaff to 
prove that they 
are no brighter 
than anyone else. 

Being no 
brighter than any- 
one else is a social asset among 
Americans, but only if you are-un- 
bright about the right things. It 
would not do. for example, to boast 
about being a dumb driver. Ameri- 
cans are contemptuous of dumb 
drivers. They believe that driving, if 
not what life is all about, is at least 
a test of fitness for American citi- 
zenship. 

You may boast all you please 
about your ignorance of nuclear 
physics and bask in the approval of 
good fellow hood, but driving is 
serious. It is a rare American who 
does not consider himself exceed - 
inglv competent behind the wheel, 
regardless of the fact that everyone 
knows him to be a menace. 

To accuse an American of being 
unfit ro drive is to invite a punch in 
the nose. In fact, the general level 
of competence at driving is proba- 
bly not much higher than the level 
of" competence at science and math- 
ematics. but social form dictates 
that one weakness may be proudly 
confessed while the other must be 
belligerently denied. 

* * * 

Education, politics and govern- 
ment fall into the same category as 
driving. Almost all Americans ore 
experts in. these three fields. It is a 
marvel that with an entire popula- 
tion versed in the subtleties of edu- 
cation. politics and government, 
the nation's educational, political 
and governmental systems should 
be in such seedy condition. 

The obvious explanation — that 
most Americans usually don't 
know what they're talking about on 
these subjects — would be indis- 
creet unless the explainer had a 


masochist's lust Tor abuse. ■ People 
who happily admit they are too 
dense to cope with Boyle's Law of 
Gases become incensed at the sug- 
gestion that they are incompetent 
to tell the president how the econo- 
my should be reorganized 

There is no pattern to the sub- 
jects of which Americans are will- 
ing to admit ignorance. Most 
Americans find it socially accept- 
able. Tor example, to admit that 
they don't read poetry and don't 
speak a foreign language- Either is 
much easier than mastering educa- 
tion, politics and government, but 
the American is quite matter-of- 
fact in confessing to these minor 
delinquencies while insisting on his 
expertise in the truly difficult sub- 
jects. 

* * * 

A more curious case is the Amer- 
ican approach to painting. Thus, it 
is acceptable to announce. "I don't 
understand painting." but only if 
this is followed at once by a qualifi- 
cation — “but l know what I like." 

There are some things that can- 
not be admitted even though no 
deficiency is involved Thus, no 
American can bring himself to 
admit, even to himself, that be has 
no sense of humor. A sense of hu- 
mor is like brown eyes. Some peo- 
ple have i u some don’t. 

Nor is there any moral virtue in 
possessing a sense of humor. Many 
admirable people are utterly hu- 
morless and vile people have admi- 
rable senses of humor. Americans, 
nevertheless, live with the convic- 
tion that not to have one is a defect 
far more shameful than ignorance 
of mathematics. 

In the same way’ most Ameri- 
cans who lead conventional mono- 
gamous sex lives would no sooner 
confess to it than they would admit 
to inadequate driving skill. Ameri- 
cans aren't supposed to do things 
like that nowadays, and those who 
do it anyhow prefer to keep it a 
secret. 

Finally, of course, almost no- 
body will admit to being middle 
class. This is probably because 
being middle class is to be proud of 
your driving, ashamed of your 
monogamy, worried about your 
sense of humor, unable to cope 
with Einstein and tickled pink 
about having a mess in your check- 
book. pleasant though it be to have 
a checkbook to have anything in.

W ASHINGTON fWP) — The way War- 
ren Robbins tells iL the Smithsonian 
Institution has a new museum because the 
Slate Department took away Ijis parking 
place. 

Rohbins. got mad. quit the the U.S. Infor- 
mation Agency and went on to found the Mu- 
seum of African An. When he started it in 
J9Wb Robbins had never been to Africa, nev- 
er wurked in a museum, never been in the arts 
or politics, nor raised money. 

In 14 years, he has acquired for the muse- 
um art and real estate valued at $10 million. 
Ahem three years ago. he began to worry that 
after he was gone, no one else would spend 24 
I lours a day fund-raising for his museum. So 
he talked the Smithsonian and Congress into 
taking it on. 

In 9 Townhouses 

The museum is stuffed into nine small 
townhouses three blocks from ihe Capitol. 
There are about 100.000 visitors a year, three- 
fourths of them black. 

Inside, green tropical plants recall the rain 
forests of Africa. From every wall, the magi- 
cal images of Africa call for your attention. 
Sliding glass doors from the galleries open 
unto a courtyard painted with symbols of the 
Ndebele people of South-West Africa. 

In the 1960s, when he.was a cultural officer 
with the U.S. Embassy in Bonn, be went one 
day on a trip to Hambuig with S. I. 
Hayakawa. now a senator from California. 
On an impulse, they walked into a shop and 
Robbins bought 25 pieces of African art for 
SI.000. 

On the boat back to the United States Rob- 
bins read a book by Eliot Elisofon about Afri- 
can art. He was hooked. 

He heard that the Frederick Douglass 
house, home of a well-known black Recon- 
struction Era leader, was up for sale.

So when' Robbins made his proposal 
to Smithsonian secretary Dillon Ripley, they 
agreed that the impetus would have to be 
from Congress. Seldom has a bill slipped so 
smoothly through Congress. ; - 

New Funds 

Congress has promised to appropriate $1 
million for die museum’s yearly maintenance. 
The museum hopes , to add $300,000 from 
donations and museum shop sales. Robbins' 
salary w3l go from $25,000 to about $47,500. 
His staff members may alto get raises. The 
Smithsonian is currently studying a plan to 
.build a new home for the African museum. 

Robbins says that when the Smithsonian 
takes over. Be hopes to take up some of his 
old bobbies. “I am not uninterested in 
women,” he says. “I might take up siding 
again, or piloting.” 

Today, with his goal in right, he has time to 
ponder why he has spent almost a decade and 
a half of his life on an improbable idea.
